known that the Constitution pro- 
vides that the Vice President shall 
assume the duties of the presidency 
in the event of the death or removal 
of the President. It also specifies 
that this shall be done in the event of 
his “inability” to perform the duties 
of ‘his office. The question arises— 
what constitutes disability or this 
“inability?” Who will determine 
that? And who will decide the time 
for some one else to take over? 

House and Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittees will, no doubt, tackle this 
problem in the near future. Dis- 
cussion and debate are likely to be 
long and involved. It may well be 
that a Constitutional amendment 
will be required, giving Congress 
the necessary authority to create a 
continuing commission of some sort 
with detailed instruction as to the 
procedure to follow whenever the 
issue of disability or “inability” may 
arise. The United States News and 
World Report comments at length 
on the careful provision made by 
big corporations to insure good 
leadership at all times, drawing the 
conclusion that our government will 
do well to follow their example. 

A still broader conclusion might 
well be in order. The possibility 
of Presidential “inability” requires, 
not only an arrangement insuring 
strong and good leadership at all 
times, but also one that shall chal- 
lenge and inspire us all as good 
citizens to be alert and ready to 
serve our country’s good in what- 
ever emergency may arise.

“The: primary reason for this de- 
cision,” he said, “is recognition that at 


this time a considerable number of 


persons would be reluctant to answer 
such a question in the census where 
a reply is mandatory. 

“Under the circumstances it was not 
believed that the value of the statistics 
based on this question would be great 


_ enough to justify overriding such an 


attitude. Cost factors also were a con- 
sideration.” : 

Mr. Burgess said this decision “does 
not deal with the question of inclusion 
of an inquiry on religion, on perhaps 
a modified basis, in later censuses.” 
Nor, he said, does it deal with the 
“publication of information based on 
an inquiry on religion asked of a 
national sample of individuals on a 
voluntary basis.” 

He pointed out that a survey of the 
latter type was carried out last March, 
covering a nationwide sample of about 
35,000 households, Mr. Burgess said 
the results of this survey are now be- 
ing prepared for publication. 

The Census Bureau had been con- 
sidering including the question, ‘What 
is your religion?” in the 1960 census. 
A number of national Protestant and 
Jewish groups strongly opposed such 
an inquiry on the grounds that it 
would violate the separation of Church 
and State and constitute a grave in- 
vasion of privacy. Some religious 
groups favored such a question as 


a means of securing valuable statisti-. 


cal information.
